S.O. 1114-A.—In pursuance of sub-sect ion (3) of section 73-A of the Employees' 
State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the Central Government hereby varies, with 
effect from the 1st April, 1968, the percentage of the total wage bill of the employer 
constituting the employer's special contribution to the following extent, notice of 
the same having been previously given in the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation (Department of 
Labour and Employment) No. S.O. 304 dated the 12th January, 1968, namely:— 

In the case of factories and establishments situated in any area in which the 
provisions of both Chapters IV and V of the said Act are in force, the 
employer’s special contribution shall be raised from 2\ per cent to 
8 per cent or the total wage bill of the employer.
